OTTAWA, Ont., March 7.—In dry- 
ing wheat the injury to baking quality 
was affected more by the hot alr tem- 
perature than by any other factor and 
180 degrees F. must be regarded as 
the maximum safe air temperature.

Prisoners Trapped in Cells! 
as Wooden Stockade is 


Destroyed

KENANSVILLE, N. ©., March: 7.— 
Trapped in their cells, 11 negro con- 
victs burned to death early today as 
flames swept through the huge wood- 
en stockade of Duplin county. Forty-

Amalgamated Council is 
Charged With Conspir- 
ing, Restrain Trade

WINDSOR, Ont., March 7—Argu- 
ment conducted by A. G. Slaght, K.C., 
one of three prosecutors who are at- 
tacking officials of the Amalgamated 
Builders’ council and affiliated or- 
ganizations charged here with oon- 
spiracy to restrain trade, was presented 
in Supreme court Friday before Mr. 
Jus‘ice Wright. 

“We contend that this organiza- 
tion has operated to the detriment of 
the public,” Mr, Slaght said, at the 
conclusion of defence evidence sub- 
mitted by Louis M. Singer, K.C., of 
Toron‘o, “and we hold that the evi- 
dence has abundantly established that 
if the AB. C, had been developed to 
Dominion-wide status, as planned, it 
would undoubtedly have operated 
against the interests of the people.”

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A “GOOD OLD” DELUSION 


Those who used to pine for the “good 
old days” of low prices-—and low wages 
ought to be happy now that prices and 
wages are tending downward, with one 
school of economists telling us that our 
only hope of salvation is to let both sink 
to the level of those countries with which 
we have to compete or do business. 

But for some .reason happiness does 
not seem to prevail in that quarter, any 
more than it does elsewhere. The fact is 
that the “good old days” tradition is large- 
ly amirage. The conditions of forty years 
ago only seem golden because time has dis- 
torted the vision. The more those condi- 
tions threaten to impose themselves upon 
our present day standard of living the 
more desirable the present standard is seen 
to be. 


SENTENCE NOT TOO SEVERE 


A correspondent, in a letter published 
yesterday, called attention to what was 
considered to be an unduly severe sentence 
imposed in police court on a young man 
“convicted of two minor offences and 
Sentenced to three years in the peniten- 
tiary.” It is added, “he made up a story 
of having had a gun in his possession, but 
threw it away as being afraid of what he 
might do and the consequences thereof.”’ 

The correspondent, unfortunately, 
wrote without being in full possession of 
the facts. The youth in question was con- 
victed in December, 1929, of carrying a 
concealed weapon, and fined $20, with the 
option of 30 days in jail. When he gave 
himself up recently the police were looking 
for him in connection with a long series 
of offences. He was convicted of five of 
these, one of shop-breaking and four of 
burglary, and was sentenced to three years 
on each offence, the sentences to run con- 
currently. He had a gun in his possession 
at the time he surrendered, and asked that 
he be sent to the penitentiary in order that 
he could learn a trade. If his conduct is 
good he will in the ordinary course of 
things be liberated at the end of two years, 

In view of this record the punishment 
imposed was by no means excessive. 


THE “NATIONAL” DEFICIT 


The Minister of Railways announces 
that the National Railways closed the 
year with a deficit which he estimates at 
$30,000,000, possibly something less. For 
the preceding year, the deficit was less 
than $9,000,000. 

Falling revenues and increased capital 
charges combined to bring about the poor- 
er showing. ‘The net earnings of the sys- 
tem last year were $12,000,000 less than 
the year before, and the capital charges 
$5,000,000 more. 

Had the net earnings last year been as 
great as in 1929 the deficit would have 
been $17,000,000. Had the fixed charges 
been no greater, the deficit would have 
been $21,000,000. 

In 1928 the net earnings reached the 
record figure of $58,000,000. Last year 
they were $24,000,000. That spread of 
$34,000,000 represents the extent to which 
the depression killed traffic. 

There was no way by which that loss 
of traffic and revenue could have been 
avoided, And as the operating ratio be- 
tween revenue and expenses compares fa- 
vorably with that of other railway sys- 
tems, there is no ground to Suppose that 
better results could have been brought 
about by a more stringent restriction of 
expenditure. 

The $8,00,000 increase in capital 
charges is the inevitable result of the 
building of new lines and the improvement 
of the system, The money thus expended 
has gone far to create employnient at a 
time when that was needed, has propor- 
tionately increased the assets of the Sys- 
tem, has provided facilities for wider set- 
tlement, and has put the railways in bet- 
ter position to take care of future busi- 
ness. 

Considering the well known difficulties 
with which railways have carried on dur- 
ing the past year, and the expansion pol- 
icy that has been followed by the Na- 
tional in response to popular demand, the 
deficit is not surprising. It is, in fact, less 
than had been somewhat widely anti- 
cipated. 


next year there should be available to the 
members a full report. showing the posi- 
tion of all loans made by co-operative 
credit societies which operate with the 
backing of the province. The report would 
be still more valuable if it were made to 
include the record and position of every 
enterprise of every kind to which the 
credit of the province has been loaned. 

It is certainly no reply to a proposal 
of the kind to say that there are. still 
outstanding liabilities incurred by former 
governments amounting to $4,500,000 on 
account of seed grain advances, $747,000 
on account of the cow bill, $3,000,000 in 
connection with the Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation project, and $19,000,000 on 
account of bond guarantees granted to 
railway companies. If there are these 
enormous amounts owing to the province 
because of extensions of the public credit 
which were,made nine years or more ago, 
that is the poorest possible reason for 
refusing to make a candid study of the 
credit-extension policy in the light of a 
complete statement of the facts 

From the political stand-point it may 
seem interesting or important to compare 
the general results of the organizations to 
which the present government has loaned 
public credit with those to which former 
fovernments made such loans. From the 
public point of view that is a matter of 
only moderate concern. What the tax- 
payers are entitled to know, and what the 
members of the legislature should want to 
know, is how the credit loaning policy has 
fared all through the chapter; whether the 
results have shown it to be a desirable 
policy, or a safe policy, why it has not 
been possible to recover at least some of 
the huge sums which are said to be out- 
standing for nine years or more, and what 
is the prospect that advances of credit 
made in the meantime will be repaid with 
more promptitude, 

This province, under all governments, 
has been generous in the matter of lending 
the public credit to assist private enter- 
prise. The figures queted seem to suggest 


that it has been generous even to a fault. 
Certainly if those figures indicate what 
has to be expected from the extension of 
credit to other undertakings, the policy 
is one that cannot be continued without 
disaster. A general survey of the whole 
field of operations, extending back some 
twenty years, would enable the legislature 
to base its attitude toward further credit 
loans upon ascertained facts, instead of 
merely proceeding on the easy but doubt- 
ful principle of trusting to luck and hoping 
for the best.

Isaac Newton, farmer of Woolsthorpe, in Lincoln- 
shire, put off marrying until he was 36, 


Seemingly, it was a mistake for him to forsake 
single blessedness, A few months after bringing Miss 
Harriet Ayscough from Market Overton in Rutland- 
shire as his bride he died. 

The following Christmas—the year was 1642— 
the young widow probably felt particularly despond-

Think of al) 
the ugly houses that are built, the 
ugly furniture and furnishings. But 
why go on? 

But it was not # commercial but 
a psychological question that was 
asked of me, This art teacher said 
she could teach her pupils to draw, 
paint, model, weave, construct, all 
with fair enough results; but when 
it came to distinguishing what was 
in good taste and what was not so 
good or even bad, only the few could 
be taught; and these were just as 
likely to come from poor hemes as 
from good ones.

Standards of taste are 
hard to apply, but juries of award 
have no more difficulty with mat- 
ters of art than in other affairs 
that depend upon the human quali- 
ties which the psychologist studies. 

Why so many otherwise well 
enough endowed persons. lack good 
taste is a pusaling subject worth 
thinking about, Taste enters into 
mental fitness, even though many 
can stand high without it.

Summer Schools

This is the season when plans are 
being brought to conclusion for the 
many summer schools that will be 
conducted in colleges and universit- 
jes next summer. 

Summer sessions have been a god- 
send to many types of students, 
They have been a godsend to the 

student who, for economic reasons 
has been forced to get his education- 
ai training in nibbles of spare time. 

They have been a godsend to 
teachers in our public school system 
who have wanted to keep abreast of 
the newer movements in education. 

The summer session is one of the 
la‘er, peripheral, and less rigidly 
formalized sections of the education- 
al system, 

‘This less formal character of the 
summer session has, at times, catsed 
some of the educational Brahmins to 
take a somewhat sniffish attitude 
toward the content and methodology 
of summer session work. 

In so far as its informality, its 
lack of rigid formalism, and its free- 
dom from long traditions, have re- 
sulted in slackness of intellectual 
discipline or superficiality of con- 
tent in the work of the summer 
session, the sniffish Brahmin is 
justified in sniffing. 

But I should like to suggest that 
the very brevity of the summer ses- 
sion—-six or eight or nine weeks 
and its lack of a long tradition of 
formalism js also an opportunity 
for experimentation which is some- 
times rather hard to secure in the 
regular sessions of colleges and uni- 
versities, 

I am always scanning the horizon 
during the summer to see what di- 
rectors of summer sessions are doing 
to capitalize their unique opportunity 
for educational experimentation with 
educational content and educational 
methods, 

Of course, the director of a sum- 
mer session is not an absolute free 
lance, 

He must fit his work into the 
prevailing scheme of credits and 
requirements that the college and 
university system imposes. 

Reform in one part of the edu- 
cational system is difficult unless 
the whole system is willing to play 
the game of readjustment, 

But the directors of summer ses- 
sions have a great chance to bore 
from within

TORONTO, March 6-—Canadian 
dollars and workmanship, went into 
the production of ths exquisite pair 


of earrings which is the token of the 
women of Canada to the most popular 
chatelaine of Rideau Hall and Can- 
ada’s first lady. rhe earrings, are 
valued in the thousands and are mar- 
vels of workmanship. 

A most interesting featnre of the 
jewels is that they are made for wear- 
ing in pierced ears, Her Excellency 
has all ber earrings made after this 
fashion. There are 44 diamonds and 
one large lustrous emerald in each 
earring. Their great beauty and charm 
are earily visible with the slightest 
motion of the head, tae earrings hav- 
ing been made flexible. To do this, the 
craftaman had to make $25 individual 
pieces of platinum, in which the 
jewels are set, The platinum, incident- 
ally, was mined in Canada. 

The style of the earrings is baroque 
or romantic in design and feeling, be- 
ing long and tapering. The diamonds 
came from South Africa and the 
emeralds from the United States of 
Colombia in South America, The 
emeralds were cut in British India. 

The formation of the earrings in- 
cludes 12 marquise-cut diamonds, or

MAINTAINING 
ROADS COSTS 
$1,150,000 


Prospective Discovery Will 
Greatly Reduce Expense 
House Told 


High hopes are held out by the 
government that as a result of con- 
siderable experimentation with a series 
of mixes and surtacing materials that 
a durable, dependable hard surface 
will be discovered that will to a large 
extent reduce the heavy cost of main- 
tenance of main highways with which 
the province is faced henceforward, 
Such was the announcement in the 
legislature on Friday by Hon. O, L. 
McPherson, minister of public works, 
during a discussion of departmental 
estimates. 

Discussion arose in passing a vote 
for $1,150,000 for maintenance costa 
of main highways, a vote, which the 
minister gave as his opinion was lower 
this year than it ever would be again. 
LIMIT TO GRAVEL 


There was, he said, a limit to which | 


gravel could be used, both in regard 
to lasting properties and {in weight. 
He hoped that the various experli- 
ments with bituminous treatments 
would produce a solution to this per- 
plexing problem, 

it costs about $5500 or $6000 a mile 
to lay the sub-grade and gravelling of 
main highways And another $4000 a 
mile for the hard surfacing on top 
thus bringing the total cost per mile 
to between $9000 and $10,000. 

The experiments in their practical 
form could be seen on a stretch of 
road on the Fort Saskatchewan trail 
near Oliver and he invited members 
to drive ovr it and see for themselves 
the work being done . 

Some experiments had been carried 
out with bituminous tar sands shipped 
down in their natural state from Fort 
McMurray and others with the bitu- 
men extract, Then there was some 
with residue from Wainwright oii and 
Turner Valley products, as well as 
with imported asphalt. 

In answering a question as to what 
section of the Jasper highway it was 
proposed to gravel this year, he stated 
that there was only a smajl section 
ready for this treatment, but that the 
road as a whole was a fair means of 
travel, 

He defended the high grade policy 
adopted, but which had been subjected 
to severe criticism at that time. Not 
only had the high grade been made 
higher in some places, but {t also 
acted as an excellent snow buffer and 
general ald in keeping highways clear 
in the winter, 


ENGINEERS’ 


REVENUE UP, 


More Than Balances In- 
crease ir Current 
Expenditure 


With a large increase in revenue 
more than balancing the increased ex- 
penditure, the city engineer's depart- 
ment kept within its appropriation in 
1930, according to @ report received by 
Commissioner David Mitchell Saturday 
from A, W. Haddow, city engineer. 

‘The appropriation of the engineer's 
department for 1930 was $494,901 
while the actual expenditures, includ- 
ing damage claims, totalled $425,941 
Damage claims paid L~ the city last 
year amounted to $11,342.33. 

The estimated reyenue for 1930 was 
$120,500, while the actual revenue to- 
talled $136,266 08. Deducting estim- 


; ated revenue, the net appropriation for 


1930 was $284,401, Actually the net 
expenditure was $278,340.21.

L. A. Giroux, Liberal, Fires 
Questions at Minister of 


Public Works 


Construction of that portion of the 
Peace River highway between the town 
of Athabasca and the Athabasca River 
at Smith, a mileage of 52, cost $211,- 
710,15, according to a return filed in 
the legislature by Hon, O, L, McPher- 


son, minister of public works, in re- 
sponse to a question by L, A, Giroux, 
Liberal, Grouard. 

In répiy to another question by Mr. 
Giroux, the minister stated that the 
contractors were Ross and Cornwall, 
of Calgary, a firm of experienced 
highway and railway contractors, 

Tenders were not called for and 
rates of pay varied from the foreman 
at $155 a month to teamsters at $70. 

The work is not yet completed and 
none of the workers are either per- 
manent or temporary employés of the 
government, the contractors with their 
equipment working on an agreed basis 

In regard to the portion of the Peace 
River highway between the Athabasca 
River at Mirror Landing and Slave 
River at Slave Lake and the portion 
between the railway right of way at 
Smith and the Athabasca River, the 
distance, is 35 miles and the cost 
$171,815.69 

The contract was awarded to the 
Campbell Construction Company of 
Calgary, another firm of experienced 
highway and railway contractors 

In regard to the right of way section 
referred to, no separate record was 
kept of the cost, apart from the gen- 
eral record.

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MOVEMENT OF 
GERMAN YOUTH 
IS EXPLAINED 


Famous Rhineland Educa- 
tor Lectures in Convoca- 
tion Hall 


“The German Youth Movement is! 
part of a great European movement 
promoting better understanding 
among nations and making sure that 
another catastrophe like the last war} 
can never happen again,” declared Dr. 
Mueller in the course of a splendid} 
address in Convocation hall on Friday| 
evening. 

Dr, Mueller is director of the jun- 
for college and high school for girls at 
Wupperstal-Barmen, Rhineland, Ger- 
many. He ts visiting Edmonton under 
the auspices of the National Council 
of Education, as the representative of 
the German republic, and minister of 
education for Germany. 

STARTED IN 1890 

In describing the profound effect of 
the Youth Movement on the life of 
the German nation, Dr, Mueller stat- 
ed that the movement really began 
about 1890. A century ago Germany 
was predominantly rural, now every 
fifth man is a city man, About 1890 
& movement started against city life. 
Groups of hikers, calling themselves 
birds of passage, went out to redis- 
cover the country, and tried to be- 
come leaders of 4 new generation, 
Tramping as they did, a 500-mile tour 
would cost about $10 

From that time on the movement 
developed in five different waves or| 
phases, the speaker stated. The first) 


period, from 1895 to 1905, was the 
period of aristocrats in the sense of 
intellectual leaders, The second 


phase into which Dr, Mueller divided 
the growth of the movement took 
place between 1905 and 1914. During) 
this period an attempt was made to 
announce the ideals of the organiza- 
tion to the nation. This phase was) 
rudely interrupted by the war, Of| 
12.000 of the “hikers,” 7,000 were 
killed in the first year of the war, 
The third period, from 1918 to 1920, 
was the shortest and most disastrous, 
being the revolutionary age. Dr. 
Mueller described the fourth phase as 
the philosophical period, one of in- 
ward consolidation and outward re-) 
treat. The fifth phase, beginning in 
1925, is still going on, 

The youth movement features an al! 
round development, Physica] educa- 
tion js stressed. All German schools 
devote at least four hours a week to 
gymnastics, ‘There is a ¢Gompulsory 
hiking day every month, The students 
are taught swimming in every school, 
more than ninety per cent of the 
children being able to swim, These 
physical activities have become a part) 
of the German national life, declared 
Dr, Mueller. Foreign languages are 
considered of great importance, eight 
years of French and four years of 
English being the common rule. This 
is expected to promote the better un- 
derstanding among Eurcpean nations 
which is one of the main objects of 
the movement, 

HINDENBURG HELPS | 

Hindenburg became President of 
Germany after a good deal of hesli- 
tation. “On the day he became! 
president,” said Dr, Mueller, “the old 
military man was gone for ever and 
he became the symbol of peace.” On 
the national holiday declared on his 
eightieth birthday, Hindenburg spoke 
to a meeting of children. He told 
them to forget the past and old trou- 
bles and look forward to a new na- 
tion 

“The Youth Movement ts facing} 
great difficulties everywhere because 
of a difficult political situation,” stat- 
ed Dr. Mueller, “but the work of the 
old boys who started the movement 
thirty years ago was not in vain.” 

After concluding his address, Dr 
Mueller illustrated the movement he 
had described by two reels of motion 
pictures.

Collier Committed For Trial 
on Charge of Attempted 
Murder 


“ETERNAL TRIANGLE” 


Widow Cause of Jealousy 
Helps to Set Trap For 
Man 


James Vaughan, aged 50, a collier, 
who was stated to have been marred 
30 years and had nine children, and to 
have taken an active part in the re- 
ligious life of the neighborhood, was 
committed for trial at Coleford Police 
Court on a charge of attempting to 
murder his wife, Rhoda Vaughan, by 
administering poison. 

The poison, according to the prose- 
cution, was sulphuric acid contamin- 
ated with lead which might have been 
taken from the cells 
battery. 

Mr. Wellington, who prosecuted, ex- 
plained the symptoms of Mrs, 
Vaughan, for which the doctors could 
find no physicai condition. 

On January 1 last, Mr. Wellington 
continued, Mrs. Vaughan noticed 
when she returned to the house after 
getting her husband's cycle ready, 
that the cup of tea which Vaughan 
had poured out for her tasted very bit- 
ter and the milk was also curdled,

Mrs. Vaughan kept samples of each 
cup of tea. 
KISSED HER GOODBYE, 

Mrae. Vaughan cut a hole in the 
living-room blind, and the following 
morning when she left the room she 
peered through this hole and saw her 
husband take a small bottle from his 
waistcoat pocket and pour from it 
some clear-looking liquid into a cup

her. When he went to work he kissed 
her goodbye. Mrs. Vaughan also 
kept a sample of this tea. 

On her husband's return from work 
the same evening she took from his 
mackintosh pockets two small bottles, 
emptied them of their contents, and 
filled them up with water before re- 
placing them in the pockets, 

Mrs. Vaughan, in evidence, said that 
she had been a devoted wife to her 
husband, ‘I worship the ground he 
walks on,” she said, On finding out 
the relations between her husband and 
Mrs. Pinchin she was very upset, but 
she forgave him freely. 

WIDOW’S STORY. 

Mrs. Anne Elizabeth Pinchin said 
she went to live with Veughan's 
mother in a bungalow next door to 
Mr. and Mra, Vaughan. 

In July, 1928, she and Vaughan be- 
came too friendly, she said, Later 
they were intimate and that relation- 
ship continued until October, when 
she went to Aylburton to live in order 
to break off the association. She was 
there two months, and Vaughan went 
to see her about twice a week. 

During the period of intimacy, sald 
Mrs. Pinchin, Vaughan told her that 
the doctor had suggested that his wife 
had cancer. Vaughan hinted that if 
anything kappened he would ask lier 
to marry him. She told him she 
would not think of marrying him until 
the ‘death year’ was up. 

In January, 1980, she added, Mrs. 
Vaughan caught her and Mr, Vaughan 
together. In March, aslie and Mra.
